i Dr. Zygmunt Karpinski called here at noon. He was sorry 
to have missed you and regretted that as he was leaving for London the 
esrly pert of next week and would not have an opportunity of seeing you 
before his departure. 


He said that he had hoped to have received before his 
departure some information from his colleagues in London relative to 
their bank note requirements but,unfortunately, he has received no advice 
in the matter. | 


He mentioned that he quite realized that the reason for 
his not hearing from London was due to the unsettled political situation 
regarding Poland. He explained that if the value of the Zloty was kept 
at what it was today, then the bank would have to order more notes, but 
if, on the other hand, the rate of exchange was fixed at 5 to 1 in terms 
of the U.S. dollar, which was the approximate rete in normal times, or 
at even approximately 10 to 1, then the bank would have sufficient notes 
with those we had prepared for them. 


I told him that we stood ready to-serve him and his bank 
at all times and thet when he advised us of their requirements we would 
give special consideration and attention to their needs. He offered to 
communicate with us direct or through the Office of the Financial 
Counselor in this city. 


He again expressed his thanks for all that the Company 
had done for him and for the help and assistance you had rendered him. 
Rezretting that he had missed seeing you, he asked me to say good-bye 
to you on his behalf and to again thank you for everything you had done 
for him and for his bank.

Dr. Karpinski called this afternoon, partly as a call of courtesy 
end secondly to inquire about where he might secure steel plate presses 
for intaglio bank note prigting. I told him that the only place I mew 
of in this country is the R.Hoe & Co. He realized that we build our own 
equipment and that it is not for sale. 


He told me that he had recently had the notes which we prepared, 
and which have been in storage in New York, shipped to Poland and that befae 
he had left that country the cases had arrived. He does not know if they 
will be used or not. He is recommending that they be used by readjusting 
the values of their monetary circulation. If the value of the Zloty is 
increased, these low denomination notes will be used; if the value remains 
about as it is, they will need higher denominations. 


Dr. Karpinski told me they had printed in their country notes of 
100, 500 and 1,000 Zloty denominations. He also told me that during the 
early part of the war they secured some notes from Russia, one order. 
They have since been taking care of their needs in their own country, al- 
though the notes are not at all satisfactory to them. Hence their desire 
to issue more protected currency. 


Dr. Karpinski says they have an engraver or so and he is at this 
time looking into the matter of obtaining additional machinery. (Prior 
to the war they had a very good bureau of engraving and printing which 
took care of their needs.) ;
